The  prettiest  game  of  ball  seen  on 

tar  campus  in  many  years  was  the 
first  of  the  series  in  which  Auburn 
lOSl  the  first,  but  won  the  last  two 
games.  The  game  abounded  in  sen- 
sational plays.  Hall  and  Skinner  tak- 
ing the  lead. 

Auburn  did  not  hit  the  ball  as  well 
as  she  had  been  doing,  the  men  seem- 
ed to  let  the  good  ones  go  and  take 
a  swing  at  the  bad  ones.  Though  Ala- 
bama did  have  a  little  the  best  of  the 
batting,  yet  the  game  we  put  "P  is 
one  that  we  should  be  proud  of.  for 
things  went  Alabama's  way  in  the 
first  and  they  scored  three  runs.
